Tue Quesec legislature has resorted to a means of 
raising funds for administrative purposes which is 
rather peculiar. It is purposed:to tax manufacturers’ 
agents, who sell on commission, the goods of manu- 
facturers or companies having no place of business in 
the Dominion, the sum of $300 per year as a license 
fee. This action is even more radical than the recent 
British Columbia legislation providing for an annual 
tax of $100 upon commercial travelers representing 
houses not having branches in that province. It will be 
noted that the $300, which an agent will have to pay 
if he is to transact business at all, is not the limit of 
his taxation, but that he will have to pay $300 for each 
one of the manufacturers whom he represents and 
whose goods he carries. 

The law as it reads at present will undoubtedly cur- 
tail the amount of sales on many lines of English and 
American manufactured goods. 








THE LARGEST producers of pig iron and its refined 
products including the officials of the United States 
Steel Corporation are unanimous in announcing that 
the present lull in the iron and steel trades is only tem- 
porary. It is believed that the trade next fall will be 
even heavier than the great activity which prevailed 
during the closing months of 1904. With this idea, 
the leading producers are planning to increase their 
facilities, and are retrenching only to buoy up the mar- 
ket during the next few weeks. They profess to be- 
lieve that this artificial stimulus will be needed only 
for a short length of time. 

The threatened purchase of material for the con- 
struction of the Panama Canal at foreign markets 
rather than at home, has not changed the attitude of 
the manufacturers in the least. They are confident that 
they can undersell any foreigners on the products 
which will be necessary for the venture, and it is 
merely a question with them of lowering prices just 
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enough to underbid competitors. It is a question of 
how much profit, rather than whether there is going 
to be any profit at all. 





THE ADVANCE sheets of the monthly summary of 
commerce and finance for April, 1905, show that the 
imports of pig iron for the ten months ending with 
April, 1905, were 181,028 tons. The imports ending 
with April, 1904, show 181,889.tons. The imports of 
tin and terne plates for the ten months ending with 
April, 1905, were 137,209,516 pounds. For the ten 
months ending April, 1904, they were 97,575,112. Im- 
ports of cutlery, firearms, files, rasps, etc., all show a 
decrease in value with the exception of files, which in- 
creased from $57,890 for the ten months ending April, 
1904, to $76,566 for the ten months ending April, 1905. 
The exports of pig iron, tin and terne plates and tools 
show a uniform increase over 1904, especially tin plates 
which increased about 400 per cent over 1904. Build- 
ers’ hardware and saws show a small decrease.

Tue old adage, “’Tis love that makes the world go 
round,” has been altered, though not formally, into: 
“°Tis enthusiasm that makes the world go round.” 
Enthusiasm is the prime factor in most of the success 
we daily read about. We bury it under the names 
thrift, industry, thoughtfulness, courage, etc., etc. 

If a man has enthusiasm, all of these other things 
will be added unto him. The man who is enthusiastic 
about selling bananas will be so wrapped up in his 
trade that he will save up all the pennies which he ordi- 
narily spends upon newspapers and things of a like na- 
ture in order to increase his banana trade. His one 
purpose in life will be to build up his business. All 
other purposes will be subservient, and just as they are 
subservient, so his banana trade will increase in direct 
ratio. 

Industry is simply another name for enthusiasm. 
The man who is enthusiastic about cultivating radishes 
or breeding ducks is necessarily industrious in the line 
represented. Enthusiasm implies industry. One might 
say that as the two words are used in this article they 
are synonomous. The hardware clerk who is enthusi- 
astic, cleans off the counters every morning, keeps the 
floor free from chips and shavings, mud and brick- 
bats. He is the industrious man, and just as he is en- 
thusiastic, so he is industrious. 

The fallacy, under which most people labor, of con- 
fusing enthusiasm with impetuousness or like qualities, 
might prevent them from realizing that for the person 
who is enthusiastic thoughtfulness is a necessary con- 
comitant. It is true, nevertheless, that if a person 
cares for something in a more than ordinary way, 
the success of that one thing is more to be desired than 
the welfare of anything else. 

Enthusiasm is not wild transport, it is not a crazed 
ecstasy. It is zeal in respect to some object or pursuit. 
It is the development of those functions which tend to 
make the realization of one’s ends more real and more 
possible. 
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Enthusiasm tends to increase the amount of grit, 
sand, courage, bravery with which one may be en- 
dowed. It makes one better able to resist the disap- 
pointments and the reverses which fall to the lot of 
the average mortal. It helps him to forget the trials 
and privations with which he may be encompassed. 
Whether the hero be Grant struggling in the wilder- 
ness, or Marshall Field, a clerk in a dry goods estab- 
lishment, enthusiasm and perhaps enthusiasm alone, 
attended by courage, patience and far-sightedness will 
nerve him to stand and bear the brunt of every fresh 
onslaught. 

If you ask a man who has been a success in this 
life, what qualities went to make up his success, he 
will undoubtedly name a few theories concerning the 
proper time to appear at business, the proper time to 
go to bed, the value of eschewing cigarettes, punctili- 
ousness about details, and so forth, and so on. In 
diagnosing the career of each one of these successful 
men, it would be well, however, to note that all of their 
energy, all of their thought and all of their time were 
concentrated upon one object because they were en- 
thusiastic about that one object and about nothing else. 
The case resolves itself thus: If you have one pur- 
pose, one desire, one ambition, one comfort and one 
hope—only one—you will succeed. In proportion as 
you have more than one hope, ambition, etc., your suc- 
cess will be less in indirect ratio. Concentration is 
the result of enthusiasm.

The question of the employment of private brands by hardware jobbers, instead of the reg- 
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Brands 


ular brands used by the manufacturers themselves, has been agitated more freely of late than 


ever before. 


TO THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

No private brands for me. I want to know who is mak- 
ing goods that I sell, a jobbers’ brands may be made by one 
manufacturer to-day, and by some one ejse to-morrow. Of 
course when buying cheap goods I am not particular how they 
are marked, but when buying goods that I am expected to 
bank on I insist on getting goods that the maker’s own 
name appears. 

There is another phase to this question. Having spent 
considerable time on the road myself, I know very well that 
a jobber desires to push his own private brands, in preference 
to a manufacturer’s, not because his private brand goods are 
better. Oh, no! he has no competition on his private brand, 
but has on the manufacturer’s, he makes a better profit on 
his own brand. We are in the business for what profit there 
is in it, the jobber being no exception to this rule. 

I call to mind a certain razor our house handled under 
our own private brand. Our advice sheets for traveling sales- 
men from the offices were continually hammering away on 
that particular razor. The reason for this agitation was this, 
our cost $8.50 per dozen, the’selling price to the trade. $16.00 
per dozen. G. Rt.” 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 


Nothing gives me greater pleasure than to announce just 
as strongly and emphatically as the English language makes 
possible, that I am unalterably opposed to the branding of 
goods with the jobbers’ own stamp. I believe that jobbers’ 
brands are inferior to manufacturers’ brands in every way, 
including the ingredients used in the production, the work- 
manship and the technique. 

Given two articles one of which is stamped hy the 
manufacturer and the other by the jobber, ‘but which are 
exactly similar in every other respect, the article branded 
by the jobber is invariably higher in price. Long experience 
with hardware and all its branches and different articles of 
manufacture has forced me to give positive instructions to 
every salesman who calls at our establishment, never to offer 
private brands. They understand my feelings in this respect 
and never troubie me. If they do, I transfer my allegiance 
to some other house. We handle nothing unless it has the 
manufacturers’ brands stamped upon it. The extra stamping, 
branding, boxing, etc., necessitated by the use of jobbers’ 
brands makes a big difference in the cost of production. 
This is, however, another reason why jobbers’ brands cost 
more. I believe that the extra cost of production brought 
about by this extra handling is augmented by the extra profit 
which the jobbers as a whole allow themselves in the job- 
bing of their own brands. 

The question seenis to me, to be so one-sided as to re- 
quire little additional argument. With a little insistence 
upon the part of the retailers and manufacturers, the evil 
can be entirely eliminated. “RS

Your favor of the 20th inst. at hand. Being somewhat

terns that we can select, the most profitable of our sales.

sive one, and if same proves unsatisfactory, the name goes 
with it. We tried it once some twenty odd years ago on a 
cheap saw, which we really wanted to use only for ad- 
vertising purposes. A number were sold to some of our 
good customers and they proved as we expected they would, 
but we made them all good with a perfect saw, thereby 
winning back the good will of the customer, but it was | 
double the price that we originally got. for the saw.

My experience has been in the past that the makers’ own 
brand is made of the best material, for the simple reason that 
his whole reputation, and future depends on the quality of 
the goods he manufacturers. 


If he manufactures goods for a jobber, with the jobber’s 
private brand on it, he is not so particular as to quality, as 
his reputation is not direct at stake. 

For example: I haye. had jobbers come to. me and say, 
“We have a new nail set made especially for us, with our 
own name on it. It is fully warranted and we stand back 
of it.’ I would give him an crder, sell them to the carpen- 
ters, and the first lot would be all right; the next lot would 
be all wrong. 

I would say to Mr. Jobber, those last nail sets of yours 
were no good; they are too soft. He would say, yes, we 
have found that out; others have told us the same thing. 
But we are having them made now by another concern, and 
you can depend on it that these will be all right now. I 
would say, how do you know? You said the others were 
all right, too. 


I have got through experimenting with “jobbers’ own 
brands.” Give me the “makers’ own brand,” and if the jobber 
wants to put his own name on with the maker’s, good and 
well. 

As to price: I find that the jobbers’ own brand is just 
a little less in price. It is claimed to be just as good, as 
far as outer appearance goes it is, but when it comes to 
quality it is not. ‘H. E. G.”

I am in a position to know both through experience 
and study” the relative value of jobbers’ and manufacturers’ 
brands. So far, I have found that as regards material and 
workmanship jobbers and manufacturers’ brands are about 
the same. Jobbers’ brands,, however, generally cost more. 
Again, I believe that the extra work made necessary by the 
use ofan additional brand, extra labeling, and so on, makes 
the jobbers’ more costly without any increase in the quality. 
Makers’ brands as a rule sell better because of their better 
reputation. No matter how long the jobbers’ brands remain 
on the market, their reputation always stays about the same. 
I note your correspondent’s revelation in regard to jobbers 
who have tools supposedly the same manufactured by two 
or more concerns at the same time with the same brand on 
each one. I am certainly not in favor of any practices like 
this, and I believe that dealers should take up the matter. 
On the whole, I am unfavorable toward the use of jobbers’ 
brands and would rather have the name of the manufacturer 
on the articles which I buy and sell. “F. B. M.”

ANTI-TRADING STAMP LAW. 








The steady and invincible campaign conducted by 
the retail hardware associations of California has re- 
sulted in the much desired legislation. On May 6, 
the following law went into effect: 

AN ACT Making it a misdemeanor to sell or exchange 
property under the representation, advertisement, notice or 
inducement that an unidentified, unknown, unselected, or 
chance prize, premium or premium gift, or that a stamp, 
trading-stamp, coupon or other like device entitling the holder 
to receive such a prize, premium or premium-gift, or that 
the redemption of such a stamp, trading-stamp, coupon or 
other like device so given is to be part of the transaction, or 
to sell or exchange any trading-stamp, stamp, coupon or other 
like device to aid such sale or exchange as aforesaid, and 
providing a penalty therefor. 

The people of the State of California, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Whoever sells or exchanges any property, or 
offers or attempts so to do, upon a representation, advertise- 
ment, notice or inducement that anything unidentified by or 
unselected by the purchaser at or before the time of the sale 
or exchange, or upon a representation, advertisement, notice 
or inducement that anything whose precise nature is not so 
known to the purchaser at the time of the sale or exchange 
as to be completely identified beyond the necessity of any 
further or other selection, or upon any representation, notice, 
advertisement or inducement that any property whose selec- 
tion will depend upon chance or hazard in any manner what- 
soever is or is‘to be delivered or received, or is in any way 
connected with or is a part of the transaction as a prize, 
premium or premium-gift; or whoever sells or exchanges any 
property or offers or attempts so to do upon a representation, 
advertisement, notice or inducement that a stamp, trading- 
stamp, coupon or other device which entitles the purchaser 
to demand or receive either from the vendor or from other 
person, company, association or corporation, any other prop- 
erty unselected by or unidentified by the purchaser at or 
before the time of the said sale or exchange, or which entitles 
the purchaser to demand or receive either from the vendor or 
from any other person, corporation, association or company, 
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anything whose precise nature is not so known to the pur- 
chaser at the time of the said sale or exchange as to be com- 
pletely identified beyond the necessity of any further or other 
selections, or which entitles the purchaser to receive or 
demand either from the vendor or from any other person, 
corporation, association or company, any property whose selec- 
tion will depend upon chance or hazard in any manner what- 
soever, is to be delivered or received or is in any way con- 
nected with or is a part of the transaction as a prize, pre- 
mium or premium-gift; or whoever sells or exchanges any 
trading-stamp, stamp, coupon or other like device upon a 
contract to enable the purchaser to sell or exchange property, 
or attempts so to do, upon any representation, advertisement, 
notice or inducement of any kind hereinbefore mentioned; 
or whoever delivers any goods, wares or merchandise upon 
the presentation of any such stamp, coupon or other like 
device so given or caused to be given, shall, for each offense, 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and be punishable by a fine of 
or more than five hundred 
for not less 


not less than twenty dollars, 
dollars or imprisonment in a 
than ten days nor more than six months, or both; provided, 
however, that the provisions of this act shall not apply or 
extend in any manner to the redemption of any such stamp, 
trading-stamp, coupon or other like device that may have 
been issued as a premium, prize or premium-gift prior to the 
time this act takes effect; and provided further, that the pro- 
visions of this act shall not apply or extend to any sale or 
exchange of articles in bulk, heap or mass, or a part or 
portion thereof, which sale or exchange is not made, effected 
or induced by or upon any representation, advertisement, 
notice or inducement of any kind hereinbefore specified.

SOLUTION ON DRAWING BOARD. 


G-L is the ground line. Pass auxiliary planes 
through mould A, cutting surface of the mould in 
points 1-2-12-3-4-5-6-7-8-9-10-11, the lines on the 
drawing through those points are the horizontal traces 
of the auxiliary planes. The cutting plane, I-P-H, 
cutting the surface of the mould is intersected by the 
auxiliary planes, drawn through surface of mould A. 
I will explain how to find the shape mould B. Moulds 
A and B are identical in form. The quickest way is 
to take the profile of mould A and mark around it on 
the paper,-but how would I show the projected view of 
mould A when intersected by an octagon miter cutting 
plane. I must do so by intersecting lines, as in Fig. 2, 
Plate 2. I will find mould B the same way. The line 
E-P-2-1-12 is an edge view of the vertical plane. If 
you desire to show on the paper the curves which the 
points on mould A describe in space when revolved to 
the vertical plane; the points 2-3, mould A, will be as 
far from the line P-E as the same points 2-3, mould B, 
are above the ground line G-L. That is in revolution 
a quadrant is described in space, as shown, mould A, 
Fig. 2, Plate 2. A principle of projection drawing. 
Conceive those quadrants described, then every point 
on mould B will be as far above the ground line as the 
points on the mould A are above the line P-E. The 
point where the line E-P-2 intersects the ground line 
G-L is the center point of revolution, Through the 
revolved points in the vertical plane draw perpendicu- 
lar lines by placing the tee square on the side of draw- 
ing board. a-b-c-d-e-f-g represent the projection of 
the points cut from mould A by the intersection of the 
auxiliary planes and intersecting plane. Place the 
tee-square on the end of the drawing board, draw lines 
through points a-b-c-d-e-f-g to intersect lines 7-2-12- 
3-4-5-6-7-8-9-10-11, mould B. A line traced through 
the points will give mould B, the revolved position of 
mould A. 2-1-12 is the wall line of mould B, extend 
this line to the edge of the paper. Space off the dis- 
tances 1-2-3-4-5-6-7-8-9-10-I1-12 as shown. Place the 
tee-square on the side of drawing board, through the 
points draw the pattern lines as shown. Place the tee- 
square on the end of drawing board, through the 
points a-b-c-d-e-f-g draw lines to the same numbered 
points in the pattern lines. Lines traced through the 
points will give the pattern for the square miter. 
Draw lines through the intersecting lines at O-M to 
meet the pattern lines. You will obtain the octagon 
return miter. The pattern for wall miter S-L is an 
inside square miter. 

I will describe mould C, Fig. 1, the angle section. 
Looking at the plan of the square miter intersection 
you will see a square, g-E-a are two sides of the 
square. E-a is equal to the projection of mould A. 
a-g, the diagonal of the square, is equal to the height 
of mould A. The projection of the mould has the same 
relation to the height as the side of a square to the 
diagonal line. The line I-P is an axis to revolve the 


intersecting plane on the surface of the paper. In 
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falling every point on mould C ought to be as high 
above the diagonal a-g as the same points in mould A 


are above the line E-P. I placed the axis so that 
mould C would not be mixed up with the plan of 
mould A. That part of the intersecting plane which 
contains mould C is a square in form. Every point on 
mould C is as high above a level line drawn through 
the base of mould as the same point on mould A sim- 
ilarly situated. The points on mould C are projected 
on the diagonal; every point in projection is increased 
proportionately. In practical work mould C is an 
angle profile which can be soldered to the square miter 
cut on mould A and used as a stop-end. It also repre- 
sents the shape of mould A, abutting a plane surface, 
as a brick wall, whose face line is I-P, the intersecting 
plane. 


PATTERNS FOR PANEL MITERS.

x-y is the cutting plane to obtain a square miter. 

In all intersections of this class you will notice 
that the intersections of the auxiliary planes with the 
lines cut from intersecting plane by this intersection, 
and the points cut from the surface of the mould are 
projected on the paper in points, which are common to 
the points of intersection which are established by 
the lines meeting in points. Those points in this case 
are projected in 1-2-3-4-5-6-7-8-9-10-II-12 on line x-y. 
Place the tee-square on the end of drawing board, 
draw lines through the points to meet the same num- 
bered lines in the pattern sheet. Lines traced through 
the points give the square panel miter. 

Set the tee-square, draw lines through points in line 
t-n to meet pattern lines. Lines traced through the 
points give the octagon panel miter. 

Note.—In the first square miter pattern all vertical 
members of the mould A in plan are also vertical in 
the pattern. In the panel pattern it is the reverse—all 
vertical faces are cut on an angle. All horizontal 
members are vertical in the panel patterns.

THE CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

Immediate action was taken by the furnace interests 
when it was announced that the production of pig iron 
during the month of April had exceeded the consump- 
tion. Curtailment of the production is now under way 
and up to the time of writing eight stacks have gone 
out of blast. Three of these in the Central West were 
closed for repair more than a week ago. Since that 
time one more Chicago furnace, two furnaces in the 
East, one belonging to the steel corporation and an- 
other in the South, have closed down. It is expected 
that the number will be increased next week. 

Reports such as these lend a color of veracity to 
the opinions expressed by the Western sales managers 
of the steel corporation when they said as ; 1ey left 
a recent meeting that, barring some totally unfore- 
seen calamity, the iron and steel industries would be 
even busier and more profitable during the second 
half of 1905 than during the first. The gentlemen 
believe that the consumption during the second half 
will be enormous, and that when the buying movement 
for requirements during this period does set in, buy- 
ers will be interested rather in dates for delivery than 
in the market values. 

As against these optimistic predictions, reports from 
all over the country during the closing week indicate 
that the demand is almost nil. A softer tone pervades 
the whole pig iron market. Prices are being shaded 
freely and in all sections. Local and Northern irons, 
No. 2 Foundry, are quoted at $17.25 or about 25c 
lower than a week ago. Southern irons, No. 2 Foun- 
dry, are selling at between $16.65 and $16.90. Even 
these attractive prices, however, fail to offer any in- 
ducement to buyers. A falling market is usually very 
unsatisfactory from their standpoint, and it is evident 
that they regard the present market as no more satis- 
factory than usual. Some of the Valley furnaces are 
storing part of their product, being unable to find 
buyers. 

From Pittsburg we learn that the central selling 
project has been abandoned, owing to the indifference 
of some of the furnaces. The steel corporation ex- 
pects to blow out of blast several of its furnaces, with- 
in a very short time, decreasing its product over five 
per cent. Owing to this fact, prices are rather firm, 
though there is-absolutely no demand and hardly any 
inquiry. 

In New York the conditions are a little better than 
last week, but the orders are all for immediate ship- 
ment and in small quantities. There is a general im- 
pression that prices will go lower. Prices are not firm, 
but on the other hand there is little shading. 

There is a fair movement in New England, but 
only by comparison with the other markets of the 
present time. As compared with the Boston market 
of a month ago, the demand in the same place at the 
present time is exceptionally dull. Prices show very 
little change, Northern irons being firmer than South- 
ern. 


— 
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Report. 


There is little life in the coke market and almost 
any prices are acceptable to sellers. Standard 72-hour 
Connellsville brands are offered at from $5.15 to $5.30, 
Chicago. Virginia brands range from $2.35 to $2.50 
at the ovens. 

There is little to report in the finished material mar- 
ket. Structural materials and rails are busier at this 
time than most of the other markets. Although sheets 
are being produced in great abundance, the demand 
is fully equal to the supply and from all present indi- 
cations, will continue so. A shortage of plates is 
threatened and at the present time there are only two 
mills in the country which are able to give prompt 
deliveries on all sizes. Merchant steel and pipe are 
selling readily and without any difficulty and the con- 
dition is much the same as it has been for the last 
month. The consuming demand for old materials is 
slight, and prices dropped another peg during the 
week under review. 





PIG IRON. 
Rogers, Brown & Co., iron merchants, will say in 
their weekly report: 

Aside from a considerable increase in inquiries, there 
have been no new developments of strength, nor have there 
been any new evidences of weakness in the iron market 
during the past week. Generally, the waiting attitude of 
buyers and sellers continues, and with it the attendant market 
dullness. In both East and West there has been a distinct 
improvement in the matter of inquiries, and a fair percentage 
of sales resulting confirms the views recently expressed as 
to early activity. The inquiries have been for varying quanti- 
ties, small individually, but making a total of about 50,000 
tons. This has practically all been for prompt or early de- 
livery. 

Production, which has been put to the utmost for five 
months, should begin to drop off. Furnaces which have been 
running for some time will have to be repaired, and the 
physical strain will have its effect by stacks going out of 
blast. There has been an unusually high percentage of total 
stacks in operation, which has already begun to decrease. It 
will daily become more necessary to reduce the strain or 
stop operation, both of which will reduce production. This 
will add strength to the situation, as consumption has not 
been far behind up to the present time and all trade reports 
and indications promise a continuance of consumption on 
the present plane at least. Now it appears that reports of 
depression in the trade have been exaggerated. Producers 
who are pressing seriously for business are in the minority. 

Coke is easier, but operations have been seriously ham- 


pered on account of violent storms and shipments are not 


moving as freely as they were last week. 
Gentlemen : 





Matthew Addy & Company, iron merchants, will 
say in their weekly report: 

Compared with the immediately preceding weeks this 
week has been very good. There has really been some fair 
buying of pig iron and at the present time there are several 
excellent inquiries being considered. So the long calm in 
the market has been broken. It is highly significant that near- 
ly all the current purchases are for spot shipment. In fact 
most of the orders are of the decidedly hurry kind, the buy- 
ers frankly confessing that they have put off purchasing until 
the very last moment, and that they must have their iron 
immediately or shut down. Of course with the market we 
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have been having buyers have been purchasing cautiously, 
and most particularly they have been putting off ordering 
until the eleventh hour. There is any quantity of iron that 
is going to be needed in the immediate future. A great many 
consumers are. covered up to July 1st. A very few have any 
supplies of iron in stock or ordered beyond that date. Con- 
sumption is at high-water mark, and there is no sign of any 
slackening in this direction. In fact the tremendous amount 
of iron that is being consumed to-day is the biggest thing 
in the situation. The foundries can wait a certain length 
of time before they buy, but consumption is going to go on, 
and pig iron will have to be bought, and it is very con- 
fidently expected that*June will witness the beginning of a 
very smart buying movement. Apparently the most active 
trade that we are now having is the beginning of very much 
better things. 


CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 


Looking at conditions very broadly it is apparent 
that present conditions in the hardware world are 
quite satisfactory. <A slight reflection of the weakness 
in the iron and steel markets is to be discerned in the 
hardware market. Likewise, we have to note that 
although the teamsters’ strike existing at present in 
Chicago affects deliveries to a very small extent, if 
at all, it is hard to convince dealers of that fact, and 
almost all local hardware manufacturers and jobbers 
complain of the publicity which has aggravated an 
otherwise trivial difficulty. Jobbers report especially 
an extremely heavy demand for lawn mowers, scythes 
and grass trimmers. An exceptional growth of grass 
in the central and western sections of the country has 
created a demand which exceeded during the month 
of May, the whole demand for 1904. 

The announcement that the building trades workers 
would not declare a sympathetic strike in favor of the 
striking teamsters has caused decided relief in all 
circles. The demand for builders’ hardware in Chi- 
cago has been greater than ever before, and promises to 
increase to magnitude. The local demand is reflected 
in other markets and all the large cities of the East 
and Central West report builders’ hardware in excel- 
lent request. 

However Chicago jobbers and manufacturers may 
be affected by the local strike, it is evident that or- 
ders are merely deflected toward other cities. The 
jobbing trades of St. Louis and St. Paul report that 
they are booking an excellent volume of business from 
the regular customers and from new buyers whom 
their traveling salesmen are rapidly adding to their 
list. Supplementary orders duplicating former speci- 
fications are not at all rare. In the West and South- 


west there is, however, a slight tendency toward shad- - 


ing prices. 

The weather for the month ending May 3Ist was not 
all that could be desired. The cold temperature served 
to stave off a number of orders, which will undoubt- 
edly be issued a little later on during the year. 
Frosts have affected the crop situation to some extent, 
especially in northern sections. Preparations are be- 
ing made, however, by the big shippers to handle a 
wheat, corn and oat crop, such as this country has 
not witnessed for the last two years. It is expected 
that the wheat crop will far exceed the slim yield of 
last year. 

Money is said to be abundant and commercial pay- 
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ments are more prompt in country sections than for 
some time. 

Wire nails and goods continue to sell freely, but 
little new business is being placed. The recent action 
of the wire interests in maintaining prices at their 
present schedule has strengthened the market to some 
extent, and has created a feeling of confidence. Cut 
nails are weaker than wire nails. Poultry netting and 
wire cloth are still selling well, though the season is 
just about over. 

There seems to be little haste on the part of re- 
tailers to lay in for their fall requirements on stoves, 
ranges and furnaces, although the cost of the ma- 
terial which goes into the make-up of these wares is 
at least $4.00 a ton higher than it was last year. 
Whether they are waiting to see whether the present 
high prices of raw material will continue or whether 
they are going to be caught napping, the next few 
weeks will decide.

The holiday of last Tuesday may have increased 
the dullness which has characterized the pig tin mar- 
ket for some time. Prices are firm, however, and 
though consumers are withholding their orders under 
the impression that prices will eventually sink, the 
leading selling interests appear to be not at all worried 
over the situation. Prices range from 30, 25c, to 20, 
75c, for June deliveries. 

It is expected that all of the union sheet and tin 
plate plants of the steel corporation will be closed 
down on June 30th for an indefinite period. This is 
said to be due to the antagonism of the steel cor- 
poration toward the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron, Steel and Tin Plate Workers. The non-union 
mills will probably be operated all summer. The cor- 
poration will make active attempts during the sum- 
mer to break up the unions in every one of its plants. 
There is little possibility that the wage advances de- 
manded by the union will be granted. A struggle is 
liable to arise in this controversy which may have 
the effect of closing all the mills during the third 
quarter of 1905. At the present time, the demand for 
tin plates is limited. There is no possibility of great 
fluctuations in value, however, the market being steady 
and conservative.
